CHAMBER OF COMMERCE AND ELECTRICITY CHARGES. 


The opposition offered to a tariff on linen 
in the Free State has created considerable 
interest in the North, and it is recalled 
that similar opposition to proposals for 
safeguarding Ulster linen a few years ago 
—and supported by the Northern. Govern- 
ment—were turned down by a British com- 
mittee set up by the Conservative 
Government, with Mr. Baldwin at its 
head. It is not expected, however, that in 
this instance history will repeat itself. 
In the meantime the depreciation of the 
pound sterling is itself in the nature of a 
20 per cent. tariff, and the Ulster linen 
trade is gradually improving. 


THE FARMERS’ VICTORY. 


While people are glad that the milk 
‘(war ” is ended, they are also wondering 
why it was ever permitted to begin. Fora 
week violence flourished over a large area 
of Northern Ireland, and a section of the 
farming community was terrorised. The 
Prime Minister then offered his services as 
a mediator, and as a resulé peace was 
restored. The terms of the settlement 
were not disclosed, except in so far as 
they affect the consumers, but it is under- 
stood that the dispute ended in a victory 
for the farmers. 

It had been arranged that, owing to de 
pression and, of course, the cost of produc- 
tion, the winter price for the consumers 
should remain at fivepence per quart, 
which gave 1s. 8d. per gallon to be divided 
between the producer and retailer. They 
evidently thought that this was sufficient, 
and the disagreement arose over the divi- 
sion of the profits, the farmers contending 
that they were not getting enough—the 
proportion being ninepence per gallon for 
the farmers and elevenpence for the 
retailers. That was the sole bone of con- 
tention. 

The confernece at Stormont found an 
easy way out of the difficulty by the simple 
method of raising the price to the con- 
sumer, the increase to take place at the 
end of this month—elementary &tatesman- 
ship—and there is now an agitation in 
favour of Parliament s setting up a com- 
mittee to find out if there is ''prohteering 
‘n the milk trade at the expense of the 
community.

In the King’a Bench Division, Belfast, to- 
day, the Lord Chief Justice and a special 
Jury heard an action in which Mrs. Annie 
Walker Crawford, Hopefield avenue, Belfast, 
was plaintiff, and John Moore, Britton street, 
Belfast, was defendant. 

Plaintiff claimed, as widow, on her own 
behalf and on behalf of her children as 
dependents, damages for the death of her 
husband, Henry Martin Crawford, who died 
as the result of injuries received on April 4 
on the Antrim road, Belfast, when, as 
alleged, he was run down by the defendant’s 
motor bicycle, 

(he jury found for the plaintiff, and 
awarded £2,000 damages, apportioned as 
follows :—Mrs, Crawler 2900.

Before coming to the meeting 
to voice the grievance of the potato growers 
of Cooley he bad asked at the central pur- 
chasing depot in Carlingford what potatoes 
were worth. He was told that Kerr’s Pink— 
a variety grown extensively in Cooley—were 
worth £4 per ton, and that the larger white 
potatoes were being bonght at £5. 

There was no reason, he stated, why he 
should give the maximum prices and not the 
minimum ones, He complained that at one 
time, when merchants kept their stores closed, 
the members of the Committee had enlisted 
the sympathy of Belfast people, and got them 
to take thousands of tons of potatoes at a 
time when the growers could not get a sale 
for them amongst local merchants. Mr. 
Magee added that his whole policy since he 
became a member of the Committee was to 
endeavour to get the potato growers of Cooley 
put on an equality with the other potato 
growers of the Free State as regards prices. 

The Committee took no further action in 
the matter, the Secretary stating that he 
brought the letter before them, because he 
vonsidered it was of very much importance to 
the people of the district and of the country.

JAPANESE BOMBARDMENT

PEKING, Monday. 

The telephone between here and Tientsin 
was cut this morning, and no trains left 
here for the troubled city. 

According to Chinese statements, the 
fighting between the mobs and the police 
continued all night long with rifle and 
machine-gun firing. 

At 3 a.m. this morning the commander 
of the Japanese garrison requested all 
(Chinese troops and armed police to with- 
draw to 300 metres from the Japanese 
coneession. He repeated his request at ó 
a.m., and as it was refused the Japanese— 
according to Chinese reports—started 
shelling the Chinese city and barracks. 
Most of the shells fell in the city, but 
two crashed into the former/Austrian con- 
cession and two in the river. 

At 8 a.m. the firing ceased, and it is 
understood that Chinese troops have taken 
over control of the city and are doing 
patrolling work instead of the police. 

OBSCURE CAUSE, 

Chinese officials here allege that dead 
Chinese rioters were found with Japanese 
revolvers in their hands. Casualties 
attributed to Japanese shell fire are given 
as four killed and ten wounded, though 
messages from the foreign representatives 
in Tientsin do not confirm that there was 
any bombardment. 

The origin of the trouble is difficult to 


ascertain, but it is believed that a sudden 


rising near the Japanese concession of 
Chinese elements hostile to Marshal Chang 
Hsueh-liang led to the killing of two 
Japanese by stray bullets—hence the 
demand of the Japanese commander for a 
withdrawal from the vicinity of the con- 
cession, and also the fact that Chinese 
troops (Marshal Chang’s) are now patrol- 
Jing the Chinese city.

WHOLE ISLAND TO BE 
COMBED.

AJACCIO, Monday. 

FRALDED by the wholesale issue of 
arrest warrants, General Fc.rnier’s 
Corsican expeditionary force of 1,500 men, 
with whippet tanks, police dogs, machine 
guns, and an armoured car, set out from 
here at midnight heading for the dreaded 
maquis (deep valleys covered with iu- 
extricable thickets) to begin its resolute 
drive to stamp out banditry. In a fort- 
night’s time it is expected to return 
victorious. | 
The Army consists of 550 specially 
selected gendarmes divided into flying 
squads, a hundred police, and a supple- 
mentary force of gendarmerie. They are 
taking with them no fewer than 106 tanks. 
With Caviglioli and Bartoli, two of the 
most formidable of Corsica’s outlaws, 
already dead, there still remain eight 
prominent bandits to be accounted for, 
but there are a further 450 or so of their 
relatives and adherents to be rounded up. 


WARSHIPS’ PATROL, 


Some are said to be Italians from 
Sardinia, who landed i. Corsica secretly 
by motor boat. To guard against their 
escape three fast naval boats are patrolling 
Corsican waters. 

General Fournier’s plan is to deal with 
his desperate foes piecemeal, and to dig 
them out of their fastnesses like rats out 
of a hole. Short shrift is to be given to 
any Who resist, orders having been given 
that any who show fight are to be shot 
out of hand. 

An advance party, with tanks and 
lorries, has penetrated to the Bartoli lair, 
and the canton of Zicavo, near Palneca, 
has been surrounded. Forty arrests 
already made include that of the romantic 
Marie Caviglioli, the thirty years old 
Amazon of the maquis and paramour of 
the’ notorious Spada, one of the eight 
terrorists sought dead or alive. 


VENDETTA HELPS. 


No fighting was necessary this morning ; 
for when the expeditionary force advanced 
on the three villages which are the strong- 
holds of the Bartoli, Caviglioli and Spada 
respectively, they took possession of them 
without any difficulty, since most of those 
who had reason to fear the gendarmerie 
had fled to the maquis hours before. 
Many arrests were made, especially in the 
villages of Palneca, the lair of the Bartoli, 
where the Mayor was among those taken, 
and Vico, the lair of the Caviglioli. 

A vendetta, which has -roken out since 
Bartoli was slain, simplified the expedi- 
tionary force’s task at Palneca. It illus- 
trates how quick the Corsican bandit is to 
wreak vengeance. When Jean Simonetti 
shot Bartoli he was accompanied by a 
bodyguard of two brothers and a cousin 
from a family of the name of Santoni. 
Only a few hours after Bartoli’s death 
Jean Santoni, a member of the body- 
guard’s family, was found shot dead out- 
side his house at the village of Morta.

R. C. A. BUTLER, who landed here 

at 4.23 this afternoon in his all- 
British Compers Swift aeroplane, equipped 
with a 75 h.p. Pobjov engine, having 
reduced by 1 hour and 42 minutes Mr. C. 
W. A. Scott's “ record ” of 9 days 4 hours 
and 11 minutes, is very modest over his 
wonderful feat. 

“These record-breaking stunts are all 
bunkum,”’ he said. “Now that such 
perfect machines are being built, who 
could help beating ‘ records’? ”’ 

“The most. enjoyable part of his trip," 
he went on, “ was the last six hundred 
miles over the Timor Sea, and if only he 
had had a moonlight night he could have 
done it in still better time. He had also 
been delayed by head-winds, poor visibility 
and tropical rainstorms.”’ 

On the final hop Mr. Butler left 
Koepang, on Timor Island, at 10.10 this 
morning. 


MINOR ADVENTURES. 


Mr. Butler was fortunate in encounter- 
ing only minor adventures in the course 
of his flight. At Brindisi, for example, he 
was detained by the police for over an 
hour. At Basra he lost valuable time in 
locating the aerodrome owing to fog, and 
was also detained by slight magneto 
trouble. At Jask he was put in quaran- 
tine owing to his landing at Basra, where 
there is a cholera epidemic, and had to 
sleep under his machine.

THE VICIOUS 
CIRCLE. 


In a leading article The Times to-day 
states:—The Guildhall banquet, from 
which on so many former occasions the 
voice of England has been carried to the 
farthest parts of the world, had the same 
sort of special interest last night as it 
sometimes had in the days of Gladstone 
and Salisbury, and again in more recent 
vears when it almost coincided with the 
Armistice or followed. hard upon the 
general election of 1924. It provided the 
opportunity for the National Government, 
elected in unprecedented circumstances and 
invested with exceptional authority, to 
make known to foreign countries the 
general outlook of Great Britain upon 
the disturbances—economic, political and 
financial—which in these difficult times 
are afflicting them and us in common. 

The Prime Minister’s survey was broad 
and wisely suggestive, and he showed, 
above all, the most complete readiness, 
not to say determination, to face al] the 
present issues, some of which it is so much 
easier to ignore, in the vague hope that 
the ills will cure themselves. He traced 
the recent history of the world’s economic 
depression, which swiftly became a 
financial crisis, and showed the absolute 
necessity of the restoration of a trade 
balance not only as the means of safety 
for this country, but as an element in the 
stability of the whole world. 


HOME AND FOREIGN PROBLEMS. 

His listeners, British and foreign, will 
hardly have expected a Government that 
has been in existence for a few days only 
to produce any clear-cut remedial] scheme. 
Moreover, it is one of the most obvious 
handicaps of statesmanship in these days 
that, with conditions changing so rapidly, 
long distance plans: are rendered parti- 
cularly difficult just when they are most 
desirable; but Mr. Macdonald's words 
certainly justify the impression that the 
British Government mean to consider the 
whole complexity of home and foreign 
problems comprehensively, to reconcile in 
the greatest possible degree the work of 
national reconstruction with a proper 
regard to the difficulties of others, and 
not to forget for a moment the enhanced 
interdependence of nations which, as he 
said, makes the world of 1913 seem already 
very antiquated. 

We have been witnessing, said the Prime 
Minister, the complete breakdown of the 
doctrine of national economic self- 
sufficiency ; yet in the present struggle for 
existence it is well to face the fact that 
each country is still trving, first and fore- 
most, to save itself. The debtor countries 
are desperately trying to stop all buying 
from abroad, and yet to go on selling. 
Credits cannot be extended, because there 
is insufficient confidence, and confidence 
cannot be restored because nobody can see 
clearly a month ahead, 


FINDING: A FOUNDATION. 


See how everything hangs together, and 
runs into vicious circles, Mr. Macdonald 
exclaimed, Every consideration of the 
economic and financial difficulties leads 
inevitably straight along the blind alley 
of reparations and war debts to the blank 
wall of utterly prohibitive tariffs. And in 
one of the best passages of his speech the 
Prime Minister showed that piecemeal and 
ephemeral compromises of a purely tem- 
porary nature can solve no problem. A 
comprehensive. and permanent settlement 
is now required. é 

War debts, he reminded his audience, 
are considered Ly the Government of the 
United States to have a direct bearing 
upon disarmament, and the French 
Gever.ment contend that the reduction of 
armaments depends upon security. The 
problem 6f security in its turn raises the 
question of the maintenance of the status 
quo in Europe, The condition of the 
world does, indeed, demand, as the Prime 
Minister pated, that the 
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Tt Prime Minister (Mr. Ramsay Macdonald) last night made two 
important announcements at the Lord Mayor of London's Guildhall 


In the first place, he said, the Government intended, as soon as :

During 
the same five weeks last year unemploy- 
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ment increased bv 110,000, so that, com- 
pared with last year, we were 215,000 to 
the good. The improvement came very 
largely through important industries, like 
cotton and coal. Uttering a word of 
warning, he said that nothing would do 
more harm to the continued and real 
revival of trade than a foolish booming. 


DOMINIONS’ CONFERENCE, 
During the coming year the Government 
proposed to accept the invitation of the 
Canadian Government to a Dominions 
Economic Conference at Ottawa. ‘‘Itap :m 
Conference at Ottawa. “ It 
appears,” said the Premier, “ that 
it is impossible for that conference 
to be held before July, and i the 
meantime I am asking the Beere- 
tary of State for the Dominions, to 
visit various Dominions and get first- 
hand knowledge of the possibilities. The 
Government, he added, wished to range 
itself in co-operation with other nations 
wishing to use their influence and wealth 
to bring harmony, peace and security to 
the world.
